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REMARKS 

Applicants appreciate the detailed examination of the present application as 
evidenced by the Olffice Action of April 27, 2005. In particular. Applicants appreciate 
the Examiner' s indication that Claims 3-5, 8-10, 15-16, 20-22, 25-27, 32-33, 37-39, 
42-44 and 49-50 would be allowable if rewritten in independent form. Applicants 
have done so and, therefore, respectfully submit that the pending claims are patentable 
over the cited references for at least the reasons discussed herein. Applicants have 
also amended the specification at page 5 as set out above and, therefore, respectfully 
request withdrawal of the objection to the specification. 

Specification Obiecfions 

The Office Action objects to the specification at page 5, paragraph 4. 
Applicants have amended the specification to recite "Figures 1 through 6" and, 
therefore, request that the objection with respect to the specification be withdrawn. 

Independent Claims 1. 18 and 35 are Patentable over the Cited References 

Claims 1,6-7, 1 1-12, 14, 18, 23-24, 28-29, 31, 35, 40^1, 45-46 and 48 stand 
rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as being anticipated by United States Patent No. 
5,864,865 to Lakis (hereinafter "Lakis") in view of United States Patent No. 
5,651,006 to Fujino (hereinafter "Fujino"). See Office Action, page 2. Applicants 
have rewritten Claims 3, 8, 20, 25, 37 and 42 in independent form and, therefore 
submit that these claims and the claims that depend therefi:om axe in condition for 
allowance. Applicants have canceled Claims 1,18 and 35 from the present 
application and have amended the dependencies of many of the dependent claims to 
conform to the cancellation of these claims. 

Accordingly, Independent Claims 1,18 and 35 are patentable over the cited 
combination for at least the reasons discussed herein. Furthermore, the dependent 
claims are patentable over the cited reference at least per the patentability of the 
independent base claims from which they depend. 
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Applicants respectfully submit that pending claims are in condition for 
allowance for at least the reasons discussed above. Thus, allowance of the pending 
claims is respectfully requested in due course. Favorable examination and allowance 
of the present application is respectfully requested.
